building, where they are being cared 
for by the naval authorities. 
Medical 
supplies have been seat from this city 
to Valparaiso and everything possible 
Is being done to assist the homeless 
people. 
No accurate estim ate of the damage 
done by the earthquake 
can yet be 
made, but it is considered certain th at 
It will run Into the hundreds of mil­ 
lions of dollars, and It Is feared th at a 
comm ercial crisis will follow the dis­ 
aster. 
Business is being slowly re­ 
sum ed here and a t Valparaiiso. 
The m inisters of war and of the In­ 
terio r with detachm ents of volunteers

Valparaiso, Aug. 20.—Proportionate­ 
ly the catastrophe here is regarded 
greater than th at which befell San 
Francisco. 
Valparaison and neighbor­ 
ing towns are wrecked and partially 
burned, and In all the towns of the 
Aconcagua valley conditions are sim­ 
ilar. In the southern portion of Chilte 
severe shocks were felt at Talca, Yu- 
nano, Concepcion, Talca and Zone, but 
not appaling.
